Oharacterized by a More General Religious
Observance Than Usual,

SERVICES AT MANY OF THE CHURCH:S

Eongs of Rejoleing and Pealss Poured Forth
from Sauctuonries Made Benuatifal
by Green and Dioom—At the
Hotels und on the Streets,

To thowe whore early holllays have been
passed In eastorn homes the recollections of
Christmas are associuted with a broad ex-
panee of ecrystal snow and trees  bending
under the welght of the feathery mantle left
undisturbed by the quiet breezes, The chim-
Ings of the distant church bells are broken
by the tinkling of slelgh bells, which grow
fointer In the distance, while the erisp, cold
alr brings back the Iaughter of the light-
hearted riders; But dwellers in Omaha must
bo content to gaze upon bare, dirty pave-
ments and pass the hollday without the pleas-
ANt accompaniment of eleigh ridesand wintry
pleasures.  So, gratefully oas they welcome
sunshine and pleasant daye, there was a nen-
eral satlafaction, ns the day vesterduy waos
preceded by o suggestion of more senschable
weather,  The slight prophecy of snow on
the preceding day falled to become percepti-
ble, but the alr was erlsp and bracing, just
#harp ehough to Insure & good appetite for
the Christmas dinner dand bring o glow of
health to the checks of those who sought
the exhllarating influsnee of the outdoor alr.

The day was o very quict one about town,
All the morning services at the eity churclies
were well attended and in the afternoon |t
seemed ne though the people had preforriod
to seek the luxury of their firesides rather
than the more exelting pleasures of the town.
Mokt of the business houses were closed
and the atreets appeared desorted in compari-
fon with the crowds that thronged the sido-
walks during the precedihg days.

CHEER AT THE HOTELS,

The Omaha hotels celebrated the day with
thelr usual Invish hospitality. The yule logs
were all hauled in, the mistletoe hung to the
chandeliers, the Christmas Ivy festooned the
walls and Colonel Good Cheer and his staff
wore fnvited in to assist in ontertaining the
Ruests who were fortunate enough to spend
the Christmas festlval In  Omaha. Every
one of the hotels presented an  elaborate
menu, Of course the Ameriean bird, the
turkey, was the chief plece de reslstance, and
he was served In every concelvable style.
He wan fanked with every dellcacy of the
Beason that the market eould afford and
washed down with every form of Hguid cheer
from claret to Benedietine punch. There
were few prople in the eity from abroad,
gompared with the ordinary day In the week
Every commercial traveler makes it a point
to spend Christmas at home if he is unable
to réach that haven on any other day in the
year, At the same time, each of the leading
Omaha hostelries entertained from fifty to
100 guests and did It in & manner to leave
no room for critiele=m.

The foot ball
afternoon furnished a couple of
hours of excellant amusement for
the admirers of the colloge game, and the
theaters received thelr usun] share of pa-
tronnge, But, a8 a rule, the saloong and
other down town resorts woere not doing
their usual Christmas business, and It may
be sald that the people of Omaha passod a
commendably sober holiday.

SERVICES IN THE CHURCHES.

The observance of the day by praver and
praise was general in the churches of the
oity. At the First Methodist church the
sermon was delivered by Bishop Newman and
every seat In the large auditorivm was oe-
cupied long before the hour of worship ar-
rived. No effort at decoration was made be-
yond n slmple drapery of evergreen around
the organ and pulpit, but a specinl musical
program was rendered by the full choir of
fifty voices, and the presence of the bishop
was in Iteelf sufficient to command the undi-
vided attention of the audiefce,

Ag o prelude to the service the cholr BANE
a Christmus carol from the belfry and Mr,
Kelly rendered an Improvisation on Christmas
hymn tunes on the organ, A prayer by Rev,
Dr. Beans of the Seward Sirest Methodlsi
church followed the opening hymn, and after
the cholr had chanted the response the serip-
ture lesson was read by Rev, 8. B. McCor-
mick of the Flrst Presbyteriun chureh. The
cholr sang the “Glorln In Excelgls” from
Mozart's Twelfth Mass with excellent effect,
after which the special offertory for the
music fund was taken. The offertory solo
was by Mrs, Benedict, who sang Adam's
“Cantiqgue de Noel." The anthem which fol-
lowed was “Sing, O Heavens,” by Tours,

On the leaflet contalning a program of
the sorvices was printed a poem of fiyve
stanzas, by Rev. Frank Crane, entitled
“Christmas  Wishes,"” the last two verses
being:

WAS A SUPREME EVENT.

The subject selected by Bishop Newman
Was “The Fullness of Time," This was dis-
cussed as applying to the time of the entry
of Christ Into the world and the thoughts
suggested, while peculiarly appropriate to
the occaslon, were varled to some extent
from those upon which the usual Christmas
sormon I8 based,

The speaker gald that the advenl of Jesus
Christ marked the most august era in the
nnnals of time. It was a moment when the
morning stars sang together and all nature
shouted for joy. It had come to lluetrate
B character magnificent in its orlgln and in-
finlte In its Influence. If we were to seek
an event from which to date all human his-
tory we would find the Romans looking
back to the founding of the empire. the
Greeks Lo thelr Olymplads and the Jews to
the migration of Abrabnm, but all ., jese
faded Into Insignificance as compared with
the event which the Christlan world cele-
brated this Christmas day. It rose in super-
nal magnificence above all other humoany
eveuts, It was the crown of glory of our
humanity, the union of the human and tho
divine, God had marked the calendar of
Ume, and out of the belfry of the skies came
the tolling of the elock that struck the hours
of history and was yel to striks the high
noon of human endeavor,

The bishop went on to show that the thme
for the arrival of the Messlah had been
chosen with Infinite wikdom, As Christ way
the most prodigious Intelleciuglity that had
ever trod the globs it was necessary thut he
should appear at & period of marked Intel-
lectuality. He was born at Bethlebem whilo
some of the greatest unlversitles that the
world hod ever known wers belng developed
and the world was endeavoring to penotrate
the iIntellectual darkness of past  sges,
Poets never sung more swoeetly, statesman
never grasped the problews of government
with more force and abillty, Art was at
ita perfoction and the masters then existed
from whom we were copying todey, We
fre otiil the pupils of the seors and phitoso- |
phers of Egypt, Romania and At'lea. The
prosont was the day of sclence rather than
of Mterature, bhut we had never excelled the
Augustun age and wo never would,

Father Carroll spoke brlefly on the gospel of
the day. An abridgement of Mercadante's
mass was rendered in an effective and pleas-
Ing manner by the choir, under the leader-
ship of Miss Muargaret Swift. Then Adeste
Fldelis, which grows sweeter and tenderer
with the passing years, was sung during the
offertory with touching effect. The singers
were stationed In the gallery loft, back of
the orgon, and thelr wvolces sounded as If
coming from a distance,

Low muasses were said at 7, 8 and 0 a. m.,
the celebratlon closing with solemn high mass
al 10:30. IKather Galvin preached. The mu-
sical program of the first mass was repeated.

NORTH VERKUS THE SOUTH

Beotional Fight inIldaho Over the Senator-
ship Getting Warm,

——

MAY ENDANGER REPUBLICAN SUPRtMACY

Sweet Is the Fawored Candidate of the
North and HasshesSupport of Senator
Dubols—-Sheup Making a Fight
to e Returned,

POCATELLO, 1dnhe, Dec. 25, ~(8pecinl.)—
The eenatorinl fight In Idaho Is assuming
proportions that threaten the safety of the
tépnblican party In this young etate, {4
personal bitterness has been engendered, It
thould not be permitted to go further. The
normal majority In the state 18 not suffi-
ciently sirong to allow factlonal quirrels, nor
yet to waste the strength of the party by
glving the senatorship to & compromise no-
body or somebody, seated contrary the
wishea of the people. The republicans of
the eotintry have watched the growth of
republicanism In the northwest with un-
felgned Interest, The acceptance of repub-
llean doctrine by the new states carried the
assurance of the establishment of repub-
llean principles for years to come, provided
the new states remained in line,

Idaho had been a democratic territory
from It organization until 1886, There had
been an occaslonal republican success prior
to that time, but the cause could be easily
traced to some local reason. In the year
above stated Fied T, Dubol, now the Junlor
senator from Idaho, was nominhated for cone
gress on the republican ticket. A vigorous
campaign was organized. Mr. Dubois rallied
the young men of the south portion around
the republican standard.

The state 18 =0 divided by the Salmon
mountialng as to create a natural political
division, The country Iylng south of that
range Is called gouth Idaho, and the fve
northern counties are destgnated as north
Idabo. Each seotion is possessed of Broat
resourges and each cla'ms certain representa-
tlon In state and national politics. Repre-
sentative Sweet, the present membor of ¢one-
priss, llves at Moscow, the political eenter
of the north. He was practicing law ot
Moseow when Dubols was naminated—indend,
traveled 1,000 miles to place Dubois’ nime
before the convention. Sweet organized the
north for Dubois. Togither they eanvassed
every precinet,

YOUNG MEN TO THE FRONT.

They were young men and everywhere
the young men rallied o the support of the
republican nominee,  After a spirited cam-
pilgn Dubois was elected by a majority of
about 400, At the end of his term he was
renominated and re-elected, this time by
about 1,600 majority.

Meantime, upon Dubols' recommendation,
Sweet was appolntsd Unlted States district
attorney and later became an ngsociale Jus-
tice of the supreme court of the territory,
Such was the status of affairs when ldaho
was admitted Inte the union,

In the first state campalgn  Shoup was
elected governor and Sweet was sent to the
natfonal house of representatives. The first
leglslature sent Shoup and Dubols to the
senate, the former for the four years' term,
This term expires March 4. and the leglsla-
ture which meets next month will choose a
suecessor to Shoup, The caontest §s between
Sweet and Shoup, Sweet declined a nomina-
tlon for the house' ta become a candidate for
the senate, His: actlon was based upon
Shoup's statement that he would not be a
candiflate for re-election, and that the retir-
Ing-senator would give the repressutative his
cordlal support. Shoup admits this, but de-
clures that Sweet afterward relenged him
from his agreement.. Sweet denjrs Shoup's
statement, and a square lssue of fact is pre-
sented,

NORTH WANTS THE SENATOR.

This controversyiamounts to but lttle, com-
pared with results which a bitter pontost Is
llkzly to bring. Whe north< Is " numerically
weaker than the south, but 'is persistent In
demanding  the senatorship. Every repub-
lican chasen from the north was elected wilh
the distinct understanding that he would sup-
port SBweet. The south now has both sena-
tors and the member of congress, and it
will require something besides logle to give
the senatorship to the south,

Shoup has the best of the contest (o the
extent that he Is rich. He has been gener-
ous with his money, and has many warm
friends, He is not fitted by edueation or
training for the duties of his office, and ecan-
not hope to win on that basls. But he has
opened headquarters that will dispense a gen-
crous  hospitality, and—'‘money makes the
mare go!"

Sweet s generously supported ‘by the young
men of the gtate, Including Senator Dubols,
The combination has no money, but points
to the fact that they made a republican state,
and that during all ‘the years employed by
Shoup In being a “good fellow,”” the terri-
tory did not fall to go democratic, They say
that Shoup has been rewarded far beyond
Lig fitness or qualblications, and that unless
the state {s to be surrendered for cash, iIn
form of “substantiality,” the young men will
win. Aguin, Swect’s friends do not believe
Shoup ever wag gincere In his alleged retire-
ment, but clagim that from the first he was
intending to create a breseh through which
he might enter the arenn. It is noticeable:

First—That as socon as Dubols came out
for 8weet, Shoup was a candidate; and

Second—That Shoup never supported Sweet
when his support counted for anything; and

Third—That he has, without explanation,
abandoned his profegsed lnterest In the mat-
ter of doiog justice to the north, and be-
came a capdidate himeelf—jnst ng he always
has been. That §s to say, he Is never a
“candidate,” but always wants to be elected,

Unlegs the question is speedily =ottled by
the republican memhbirs of the legislature,
the results may be sericus to the republiean
party,
